Iii disctissing the State De- 
partment’s problems with 
CIA, Simplon says control is 
supposed^ to be exercised 
through a groqp made up of 
the CIA Director, the Under 
Secretary of State for Politi- 
cal Affairs and representa- 
tives of the military., V 
But Simpson says the CIA 
has the uppei^" hand in this 
group becausef it can ’’seize 
the initiiitive” to focus discus- 
sion on probleim of its choice. 
The CIA Director is a pres- 


idential appointee, whereas, 
Simpson says, the State De- 
partment member at the meet- 
ing 'is often a man of limited 
experience in such matters. 

“Somewhere along the line, 
State should have seen the 
handwriting on the wall, so vis- 
ible to others, and moved to 
train its own officers to lead 
and control in this area.” 

Simpson says the CIA sup- 
ported Indonesian rebels 
against President Sukarno at 
a time when the State Depart- 
ment in Washington and our 
Ambassador in Burma that we 
were doing no such thing. In 
Vietnam, too, CIA and State 
have worked at cross purpo- 
poses.” /
